This situation first underlines two major needs, One is the 

“stabilization of farm prices, and the other is to make a desperate 
effort to place this food at the disposal of those who need it. 
Both these are costly, very costly, but both are tirgent. ; 
The need for stabilized prices for farm products is a theme 
bein has been much talked of lately, and has received a con- 
amount of adverse publicity in the daily press. Their 
‘are no doubt , and not without foundation . 
‘but this much, we know . . had the United States ment 
abaiidoned its policy of the ‘purchase of surplus farm products 
and allowed the to glut the open market there would have been 
a sharp recession in farm prices. From there on we must spec- 
Nilate. . . but our speculation soon leads us to the conclusion 
that dol a recession in farm prices would have had widespread 
and very unpleasant results. 
_» The farmer is, we must admit, only dhe of the cogs in our 
national economy . . ; but, due to’the size of his industry and 
due to the peculiar position it oceupies in our order, it seems 
that he is the keystone in our economic structure. Perhaps the 
chief factor that has enabled us to keep out of a depression for 
#0 long since the close of the last war is the“fact that farm in- 
comes have remained at a fairly good level. But they are 
threatened badly, and only by strong action can they be main- 
tained. Bonuses of any kind are expensive . . . but a depression 
is more expensive. May we hope that the Government does not 
bend to the will of those who would pursuade it to take a 
line of action that would place our pyerent state of prosperity 
in jeopardy. 

The second need, the need for the ‘distribution of food, has 
its foundation in our future international p We are 
living in a world that is in a rapid state of flux. International 
relations of ten years ago have no bearing now .. . and the 
next ten years may see many vital changes in the picture. For. 
all practical purposes we have lost our grip on many who were 
once considered as being either unimportant in. world affairs 
or as having a loose connection with “our side.” Now we see 
nation after nation, which we formely considered as potential 
allies becoming either les of free choice, or being over- 
shadowed by the spread of communism. 

Nothing could do more to further disintegrate our position 
in the international world than that we should have food sur- 
— which we are forced to destroy while people in less 

ortunate lands go hungry. The remedy may be hard to find 
but.4¢ worthy of great effort. High cost of transporting and 
distributing some of the products does not at all. simplify the 
air iblem, and the fact that should we make wholesale distri- 

tion of free or very low priced foodstuffs would have an 
adverse effect on the prices obtained by home growers in the 
countries concerned adds a further complication . . . but still 
we:are faced with the elementary fact that surpluses of 
food in one place and hunger in another is one of the primary 
causes, of dissatisfaction, one of the seeds which can grow into 
the plant called war. Moreover we know that as the world 
population increases further this problem of distribution must 
be solved in the interests of humanity everywhere. 

Our place in the world is shrinking, and even the atomic 
bomb cannot save us if our friends are lost.

I’ve Been Thinking 


. About Censorship: of “Comics” 
H. G.. Teekey 

Some weeks ago, when the battle 
over Crime: Comics. was- reaching a 
crisis; I was. disposed to publish my 
opinions on the subject, but got side- 
tracked by more pressing duties. 
Then prohibition was effected and the 
question. seemed, for the moment at 
least, to be settled.. Though we have 
solved. the problem of Crimé Comics 
(in a manner highly repugnast to 
many. people) the problem of just how 


ful to the morals: of youth should be 
granted remains a burning question. 
Probably only because I have’ been 
raised ‘in British country and have 
lassimilated British ideals, I tend to 
regard “freedom of the press” as some 
thing almost ‘sacred. Freedom of ex- 
pression is one of the main foundation 
stones of our democracy. Personally, I 
very much resent any attempt, openly 
or covertly, to restrivt. my. freédom of 
speech. But, nevertheless; I. would ex- 
pect that my right to. public self-ex- 
pression would have very definite lim- 
ite, I should not have the right to ad- 
vise others to disregard the laws of 
the land in which we live. I should not 
Have the right to pollute the morals of 
my society any more than a city should 
have the right to pour its contamimat- 
{sewage into a public watercourse. 
However, we shall not be able to 
agree on what constitutes contamina- 
ting literature. Many may think that 
the ‘tight-laced’ morals of Victorian 
times are altogether <dnsuitable for 
the 20th century. Undoubtedly our 
ideas of decency are changing—and 
rapidly. As a school prin¢ipal I have 
great difficulty making up my mind to 
what extent I should “keep up with 
the times’’. Twenty years ago I was 
prepared to send a high school stud- 
ent home because she had on no stock 
ings. Before it was too late I discover- 
ed that she was wearing the new flesh- 
colored hose, and I was saved the-em- 
barrassment of making what might 
have been an unpleasant-—and perhaps 
unpopular—decision, I now try to take 


the approval of the average parent. 
But I am eure that my ideas, in the 
eyes of most students, are somewhat 
antiquated, 
But to return to publications. No 
sooner did Crime Comics disappear

STOP LOSSES FROM DEHORNING 
’ (here is always reports of losses ev- 
ery spring from dehorning cattle. Ex- 
cessive bleeding is blamed in nearly 
every case for the loss. 

Cattle that have been wintered on 
legume hays generally are the ones 
that are susceptible to bleeding freely. 
There seems to be something in the 
hay that thins the blood and partially 
destroys the clotting quality. 

Preparations are on the market now 
under the name of “Stop Bleed” or 
some similar trade name that can be 
used to stop this bleeding. Every man 
with stock would be well advised to 
have some of this drug on hand at all 
times. 

LIQUID FERTILIZERS 


There is increasing publicity today 
fon liquig fertilizers for cereal crops, 
These afé such that may be mixed 
with seed and sown through the drill 
box with no fertilizer attachments 
needed. 

The Alberta Advisory Fertilizer Com 
mittee advises caution in the purchase 
of thése fertilizers. According to their 
figures from the standpdint of the cost 
of fertilizing elements, phosphorus, 
nitrogen and putash the liquid fertil- 
izer is about 36 times as expensive as 
standard fertilizers.

Eat more Eggs - Eggs rate as one of 
'the protective foods and provide a real 
source of food value. They provide pro 
tein for the growth and repair of body 
tissues. They provide vitamins, parti- 
cularily the B. vitamins and A. and D. 
which help to protect health. The yolk 
of an egg is one of our best sources of 
iron for red blood cells, and a good 
source of phosphorous and other min- 
erals. 

The wise homemaker considers buy- 
ing as an investment from which she 
plans to get the best value when Mra. 
Wise visits her butcher she knows ex- 
actly what she wants. She knows what 
part of the animal each cut comes from 
she knows how to cook it to obtan the 
most flavour and least waste. 

For the tender cuts from the loin and 
rib’ sections she uses low dry heat. 
Cuts from the parte of the anima! that 
receive most exercise, such as the 
neck, leg and shoulder, she gives long 
slow cooking with moist heat, to make 
them tender and tasty. 

Mrs. Wise makes good use of these 
less expensive cuts, which are high in 
food value. In comparing cuts, she al- 
lows too for bone and gristle which 
raise the cost of edible portions.

VACCINATED CALVES 
IN DEMAND 


There is increasing evidence that 
dairymen purchasing additions to their 
herds want cattle that were vaccinat- 
ed as calves. Dr. E. E. Ballantyne, Dir- 
ector of Veterinary Services, advises 
that only last week an Alberta dairy- 
man paid $50.00 extra for each of five 
Jersey heifers becuse they had been 
vaccinated as calves which gave them 
a resistance against Bang’s disease. 
Several other dairymen have been ask- 
ing, “Where can.I buy vaccinated cal- 
ves?” Since too few of these Bang’s 
resistant calves are available in Al- 
berta at present, some dairymen are 
going to Ontario for additions to their 
herds, 

Ontario has been very active during 
the past three years with calfhood vac 
cination programs.| In 1949 about 200,- 
000 calves were vaccinated in that pro- 
vince. Alberta stands second with 21,- 
000 calves vaccinated. “This Alberta 
total should be greatly increased”, says 
Dr. Ballantyne. “Alberta livestockmen 
should not have to go out of the pro- 
vince to buy cattle with resistance 
against Bang’s disease”.

Honourable D, B., MacMillan, on re- 
porting to the House, stated that the 
anticipated road program for 1950 
would exceed that of any previous year 
in Alberta's history. f 

Information was given to the House 
to show that.on a per capita basis 
Alberta's grant towards education was 
from two to seven times as great as 
that of any province. with the excep- 
tion of British Columbia and New 
Brunswick. 

Some of the Opposition had sugges- 
ted that oil revenue should be used to 
reduce taxation. Premier Manning re- 
plied to this by stating that there were 
reasons why the Government would 
not follow this practice. 

In the first place, he stated, tax rat- 
es in Alberta are generally lower than 
the average for other provinces of 
Canada. Secondly, the financial posi- 
tion of ‘Albertans is better than usual 
and thirdly, the general feeling of the 
public is that it is more desirable to 


increase services than to reduce taxa- ' 


tion. , 
Speaking in answer to Mr. Prowse’s 
criticism that’ 88 millions of dollars of 
the Provincial revenue is a gift from 
Ottawa under the Tax Transfer Agree- 
ment, Mr. Manning stated. that far 
from such an amount being a gift from 
the Senior Government, it represented 
only a rental payment for the Domin- 
ion Government's exclusive use of the 
various tax fields in which they have 
complete jurisdiction during the life 
of the Tax Transfer Agreement. He 
pointed out to the House that the Al- 
berta Government will give serious con 
sideration to the amounts now being 
allocateg. by Ottawa in these tax fields 
before agreeing to renew the Agree- 
ment on the expiration of its present 
life, : 
Honourabl Mr. Casey told the House 
that education today employed 9,000 
people whose wages exceed twenty 
million dollare yearly.

His latest is a mechanical umpire, 
but Rickey hastily adds that the gad- 
get is not intendea now or ever to re- 
place the man in blue in actual games. 
He says it’s to be used only: for train- 
ing and instruction, cy 

Rickey, never shy in accepting cre- 
dit for some innovation, is the guy who 
started the mass spring training sys- 
tem. Other clubs have followed his 
idea of getting all their teams—major 
and farm alike—together at one train- 
ing camp where a platoon of coaches 
can look the players over and sort 
them out. . i 
+ He also is the person who brought 
dn the automatic pitching machine and 
the automatic’ batting machine. The 
pitehing machine shoots balls at bat- 
ters for batting practice while the 
hitting machine bangs out fungoes for 
infield and outfield catching practice. 

Now comwhes this “Cross-Eyed Elec- 
tronic Umpire” as it’s called) And Rick 
ey once again may have something. 

The “Umpire” was developed after 
fearly a year of research. It consists of 
lenses, mirrors, electric eyes and other 
electronic equipment which light a 
lamp when a ball is thrown through 
the strike zone of a batter. The lamp, 
however, won't light when the pitch is 
a ball. 

The machine, which can be adjusted 
to any battet’s height, is reported to 
work this way: 
| Lenses and ‘mirrors enable three el- 
| ectric’ eyes to fence in the strike zone. 
The strike is called by the ball passing 
through the strike zone, casting its 
shadow on the electric eyes in definite 
sequence, thereby creating the electri- 
cal impulses which light the lamp. 
Simple? 

The $2,00--machine is supposed to 
call them ‘“cloger than any normally 
endowed apbiter.”

NEED FAIR TEST. 

Plant breeders who are responsible 
for the development and introduction 
of new varieties are usually cautious 
in making recommendations on adapt- 
ability, disease resistance, maturity, 
and the like. Such recommendations 
are naturally based on extensive tests 
covering different soils anq | climate, 
and they do not apply to individual 
farms or even local conditions. Small 
soil differences, lack of good drainage, 
low fertility, weeds and other factors 
may offer sufficient handicaps to the 
performance of a new ety to con- 
demn it in the opinion ot the grower. 

When new varieties are being tried 
for the first time the grower must 
bear this in mind, for unless normal 
growing conditions are provided, it is 
not a fair test. If an unfamiliar variety 
is offered for sale outside the area for

Board announced that United States, 
British and Canadian representatives 
would meet in Ottawa this week to dis 
cuss problems relating to instruments 
for detecting and measuring radiations 
encountered in atomic energy work. 

For weeks officials in all three coun- 
tries nave been wondering if the Fuchs 
case was goiig to mean an end to talks 
aimed at a new general agreement on 
exchange of information. 

Fuchs, German-born but one of Bri- 
tain’s top atomic scientists, was sen- 
tenced recently to 14 years in prison 
for espionage on behalf of Russia. It 
had been feared his case would prompt 
the U.S., already, reluctant to give 
away any atomic secrets, to break off 
negotiations, 

Although the technical conference 
was to be at a-working level, rather 
than a high policy level, Canadian of- 
ficials felt the announcement at least 
meant that no sharp break in discus-

4 way, or to wave in the air, 80 you see 
how tke church calls - next Sunday, 
Palm Sunday. The procession entered 
Jerusalem. It was a joyous time, wor- 
thy of a king, but some of the people 
were disappointed for Jesus went 
through the city streets to the Temple. 
They had expected Him to do some- 
thing to make Himself their earthly 
king, What a aight met His eyes, and 
what noise and confusion! Money- 
charigers rattling their coins, men 
wrangling over the price of the ani- 
mals for sacrificing. The din was 80 
great that the noise could probably 
have been heard in the very inner 
Temple itself. Jesus was angry. Not 
many had seen Him angry before. 
God's House was being desecrated, 
and had become nothing but a market 
place. Jesus walked across the court 
and spoke to the rulers of the Temple. 
“Take these things away”, He said, 
“My Father's House is not a place of 
‘business.” Then He made a whip out 
j}of some ropes and drove the animals 
out and the merchants fled. Jesus made 
many enemies that day. Of course 
those who were carrying ‘on business 
and making money were angry. Of 
course the rulers of the Temple who 
had permitted such a thing to go on 
were insulted at having their author- 
ity over-thrown. But all that was noth- 
ing to Jesus. He knew that He was 
right in insisting that preper reverence 
shoulg be shown to God's House. Al- 
though everyone was too frightened to 
resist, they stored up their grievances 
for another time. One man attempted 
to argue with Jesus. “Is it not lawful 
to offer sacrifices?” he asked, But 
Jesus silenced them all with His reply, 
“My Father's House shall be called 
House of prayer. You have made it a 
den of thieves.” 


Palm Sunday is the first day of the |’ 


most important week of our Lord's life 
on earth. On this day Jesus faced the 
anger of those who in a few days would 
have Him arrested and put to death. 
The Great Hero as we have seen in the 
last few weeks never turned from what 
was right. In the end it cost Him his 
life. To kill Jesus, the people who hat- 
ed Him thought, would be an end of 
Jesus. But it wasn't. He died and rose 
again from the dead. Next week we 
shall see how this happened.

LABELS ARE GUIDE 4 
TO BETTER BUYING 
FARM WIVES TOLD 

EDMONTON—How to buy> what to 
buy is the housewife’s biggest problem 
in handling the three biggest items of 
her household budget—food, clothing 
and furniture, 

Some 150 women, most of them farm 
wives from rural Alberta, were given 
a briefing on these topics when they 
attended the seventh annual agricul- 
tural short courses held here: recently. 

Home economist Ruth Whaley, of 
the Alberta agriculture department 
told them one of the cardinal rules of 
food buying is to read labels. on tinned 


and packaged groceries, noting quality, | 


weight and government-approved lab- 
els. 

Most shoppers do this, she said. A re 
cent survey showed 98 per cent of shop 
pers read the labels on foodstuffs, whe 
ther they understood their full meaning 
or not. 

Housewives should beware of spur- 
of-the-moment shopping, or jumping 
at bargains that may turn out to be of 
ho use economically or nutritionally. 
A frocery list was best. 

Price Not Everything 

Clothing expert Margaret 
said it is “not always true” 
is a guide to quality. 

Often manufacturers anq retailers 
priced an article high above its. value, 
knowing the psychological effect on 
many buyers who assume that a high- 
er price means a higher quality. 

Comparative buying and a know- 
ledge of texture and quality were im- 
portant in getting good value and a 
higher quality in clothing. 

Look at the label, said Miss Fraser. 
It should tell the shopper the type of 
fibre, how it is made, what can be ex- 
pected of it In color-fastness, sun- 
fastness and washability, and the pro- 
per care of the material. If more shop- 
pers asked to see labels on garments, 
it would force manufacturers to label 
their goods for the protection of the 
consumer. 

Home designer Caroline Judson’ daid 
family requirements rule how a room 
is furnished. Furnishings suitable for 
a family of adults would not fill the 
needs of one with small children. 

“No one can advise you on the style 
of furnishings to choose,” Miss Judson 
said, “That is a matter of persona) 
taste. But you can be guided insofar as 
quality and value are concerned.”

King Leopold won from the Belgian 
people appears’ to have been too fuke- 
warm an invitation for the king to re- 
turn to his throne. 


The king, in exile for surrendering 
weekly to the Nazi blitzkrieg, receiv- 
ed ‘the small majority in, a plebiscite 
earler this ménth. But there were solid 
bloes—in French- Ft Aone JR Walloonia 


and in the industrial centres—who op- 
posed his return. 

Last week the opposition, led by the 
anti-Leopold Socialist party and affil- 
iated trade unions, blossomed out with 
a& storm of strikes ang sporadic vio- 
lence. 

In the largest anti-Leopold demon- 
stration ever held in the country, the 
Socialist trade unions called a 24-hour 
genéral strike in Brussels, the capital. 
Catholic unions, politically in favor of 
the pro-Leopold Social Christian party 
opposed the strike, 

More than 15,000 workers paraded in 
the streets of Brussels in a one-day 
strike, carrying inflammatory slogans 
such as “Death to Leopold” and “Ab- 
dication!” Bands of strikers stoneg and 
wrecked trolleys which ran in defiance 
of the strike order. Sabre-wielding

Some opposition forces sought: to 
have the king abdicate promptly. Oth- 
ers urged that he be returned to his 
throne. then abdicate’ in due course” 
in favor of his 19-year-old son, Baud- 
ouin, 

At the week-end, the Social Chris- 
tians were considering calling new gen 
eral elections in a do-or-die attempt to 
gain a parliamentary majority strong 
enough to bring back their king with 
no strings attached. 

New Archbishop 

The largest Roman Catholic eccle- 
siastical province in Canada—Montreal 
—has a new archbishop. He is Most 
Rev. Paul-Emile Leger, 46-year-old 
rector of the Pontifical Canadian Col- 
lege in Rome. 


He succeeds Archbishop Joseph Char 
bonneau, who left Montreal Jan. 31 to 
enter a nursing home in Victoria, B.C. 
His resignation came some weeks ago, 
announced on the grounds of ill health. 
The former Archbishop of Montreal 
has been appointed assistant to the 
Pontifical throne and Roman count. 

The archbishop-elect, except for 
brief periods in Canada, has been in 
Rome since his appointment to the 
Canadian College in 1947. His arch- 
diocese- numbers. more than 1,000,000 
Roman Catholics, and in the ecclesias- 
tical province of Montreal, which in- 
‘cludes the dioceses of St. Hyacinthe, 
Sherbrooke, Valleyfield, Jollette and St 
Jean de Quebec, there aré more than 
$1,600,000 members of the faith,

With Uniteqa States arms shipments 


under the Atlantic Pact ready to move, 


to Europe, Britain and France looked 
to-their seaports for signs of Commun- 
ist attempts to stop the shipments.. 

In France a-Communist-led dock- 
workers union ordered a day-long 
strike in all French and Tunisian ports, 
Communists have said they will at- 
tempt to stop the unloading of any 
arms that could be used against Rus- 
sia. 

And in Englang the Communist Lon- 
don Daily Worker said British workers 
“must support the militant workers of 
Europe who are- refusing’ to handle 
arms by developing a similar campaign 
in Britain.” Deputy Prime Minister 
Herbert Morrison accused the Commun 
ists of plotting new troubles for Bri- 
tish industry. and trying “to make the 
biggest mess they can of the affairs of 
Britain and, of all Western Europe.” 
Lottery Will Wait 

Quebec has a lottery bill which has 
been approved by the legislative as- 
sembly. But no lottery can or will go 
into effect until the Criminal Code of 
Canada is amended to permit it. 

Premier Duplessis told the legisla- 
ture, that the Quebec lottery bill is not 
a “challenge or'‘a desire to transgress 
upon the Criminal Code.” Under- the 
Quebec bill, profits of the annual lot- 
tery would go to aid health and educa- 
tion, 

Flight To Germany 

United States occupation officials in 
Germany had a problem on their hands 
at the week-end. Three airplanes, car- 
rying 85 persons from Czechoslovakia, 
landed unexpectedly near Munich. The 
‘U.S, air force said that about 68 of the 
85 Czechs wante@ to return to their 


| Communist-ruleq homeland. 


An announcement by U.S. officials 
did not say whether the landing “was 
part of a mass, organized plot by re- 
fugees. Two of the planes had “landed 
voluntarily.” The other put down “with 
the chief pilot at the point of a gun.” 

The announcement said nothing 
about the intentions of the 32 persons 
who hadn’t announced their intention 
of returning to the Soviet-satellite na- 
tion. 


HUDSON'S BAY O00 ME VEAR- OLS 
TRADING EMPIRE 

The 280-year-old Hudson's Bay Com 
pany is the oldest trading firm in the 
world, the second largest fur dealer 
(only the Russian state monopoly is 
larger) and still has 203 trading posts, 
says Ray Gardner in the April Readers 
Digest. Some of its early forts are now 
great cities—-W innipeg, Edmonton, 
Victoria. Here the Company's original 
log houses have evolved into depart- 
ment stores still selling the famous 
Hudson’s Bay blankets but also every-

fur-breeding farm, vast beaver pre- 
serves, a shipping fleet, a cargo air- 
liner and a radio network. It fseli@ 
prairie farmland, owns ofl and mineral 
rights on 4 and a half million Acres, 
sell8 hay and timber rights of 80 is- 
lands it owns in the Gulf of St. Apr- 
rence, 

Once the Company, owned two-fifths 
of Canada, the article says, It made 
the laws and enforced them. It could 
hang a man or marry him. It issued its 
own currency and levied its own taxes. 
It had the power to raise an army and 
to declare war. Once it did jist that, 
fighting a ten-year war against the 
French, complete with naval battles in 
Hudson's Bay. 

Two French freebooting fur traders, 
Pierre Esprit Radisson and Medart 
Chouart, “the most daring pair of in+ 
ternational promoters in the history of 
commerce,” founded the Company, 
Trouble with the French Governof of 
Quebec drove them into the arms of 
the English. Impressed by the pros- 
pects for profit, King Charles I issued 
in 1670 a charter to “The Governor and 
Company of Adventurers of England 
trading into Hudson's Bay.” This gave 
to the Company “the whole trade of 
those seas, straights, bays and creeks 
—all the territory drained by the rivers 
‘lowing into Hudson's Bay. King Qitar- 
les, the. author observes, gave away to 
the original 18 proprietors more of 
North America than he or anyone else 
knew existed—about a million and a 
half square miles.
